RECORD OF THE TESTIMONY 


A Foreign Refugee Introduced a Wit- 
ness to Fix Treason on 
» Dreyfus. 


RENNES, Sept. 4.—Following fe the full 
record of the day’s testimony: 

After a brief secret session, the public 
sitting of the court-martial was resumed 
at 7:15 o’clock this morning. The first busi- 


ness was the reading of the letter of res- 
ignation writtea by Lieut. Bruyere of the 
artillery to M. Cavaignac, then Minister of 
War, resigning his commssion and declar- 
ing that it was a dishonor to serve in the 
French army. 
; Col. sematt explained that as a result 
of this letter Lieut. Bruyere was cashiered. 

The firat witness called was an: Austro- 
Hungarian refugee named Cernuschi. This 
witness asked that a letter which he had 
written to Col. Jouaust be read and it was 
done. In this letter M. Cernuschi explained 
that, owing to political troubles, he had 
been obliged to seek refuge in France be- 
tween September, 1894, until 1897. W hile he 
was in France, the letter explained, a friend 
connected with the Foreign Office of an- 
other country mentioned to him the names 
of certain French correspondents from oth- 
er powers. The first and most important 
of these names, the writer asserted, was 
that of Dreyfus. 

Another of M. Cernushi’s friends, accord- 
ing to this letter, showed him important 
' military papers, such as route maps for mo- 
bilization of troops, documents reiating to 
the transport of troops, diagrams of East- 
ern railways, etc., which he declared came 
from Dreyfus, remarking further that 
everything was procurable in France by the 
payment of money, and adding: ‘‘What’s 
the good of having Jews, if you don’t make 

|}use of them?’’ 
Two davs later, the letter said, M. Cer- 
nushi’s friend precipitately left Paris and 
Dreyfus was afterwards arrested. The }et- 
ter concluded with saying that M. Cer- 
nuschi told.all this to an officer of the War 
Office, who wrote it down.

Col. Henry’s Admissions Made to Mag- 
istrate Bertullus. 

M. Andre, clerk of M. Bertillus, the mazg- 
istrate who received Col. Henry’s confes- 
sion, testified to hearing Lieutenant-Colv- 
nel Henry say to M. Bertulus: “Don't !n- 


sist, I beg of you. Above all we must save 
the honor of the army.’’ 
Witness also heard Lieutenant-Colone!

Dr. Weil came forward to deny that he 
had ever made statements attribuied to hm 
with regard to the guilt of the prisover. 
He always beileved Dreyfus innoveir, and 
he v.gorousiy protested agains: such aiie- 
gations. Dreyfus, the witness sald, was a 
model husband and not a gamoier, ard 
therefore it was absolutely untrue, the 
witness declared, that he had ever made 
statement ‘to Rabbi | reyfus 
reflecting upon the prisoner. 

M. Demange read a letter from Rabbi 
Dreyfus denying that he had ever heard a 
number of scandalous statements which, it 
has been aileged, were made io hi'n. 

M. Painleve, a professor in the College 
of Frahce, followed at the bar. 

M. Pa.nleve exhaustively criticized M. 
Bertillon’s cryptographic system, citing in 

M. 
Henri Poincare, to his mind, the most ii- 
lustrious mathemat.cian of modern times, 
who, in a letter the witness read, examined 
seriatim the deductions of M. Bertillon and 
demonstrated their fallacy, also pointed out 
miscalculations made by M. Va.-erio. Prof. 
Poincare’s letter fully supported M. Ber- 
nard’s conclusions. 

The reading of Prof. Poincare's 
having been concluded, M. Painieve re- 
neated his evidence before the Court o° 
Cassation. He vehemently protested against 
the false versions that had been pubu:ished 
of his conversations with M. Hadamard, in 
which an effort was made to affirm the 
guilt of Dreyfus. On the contrary the 
witness said M. Hadamard never doubted 
the prisoner's innocence. 

Gen. Gonse intervened at this juncture. 
He was surprised, he said, at the mpor- 
tance attached to the evidence of Mm. 
Hadamard and Painleve. There had been. 
Gen. Gonse asserted, at least flu-tuat.ons 
in their views of Dreyfus’ character. for 
which Dreyfus’ own family were unwilling 
to give guarantees. 

M. Painieve asserted that both M. Hada- 
rmard and himself had always been saiis- 
fled that Dreyfus was innocent.

M. Labori: Why was the information 
against Dreyfus always included in the dos- 
Sier, and never any incriminating ikster- 
hazy?

Commandant Cuignet, who made up the 
Fecret dossier, repiying to Col, Jouaust, ex- 
plained that he omitted everything emenat- 
ing trom fore.gners as interestéd and mis- 
leading to France. Several documents of 
this k.nd had been omitted, particulariy one 
reciting a conversation between a foreign 
sovereign and a French attache, in the 
course ef which the sovereign was repre- 
sented as saying that what was occurring 
in France was proof of the- power of the 
Jews. 

“That,” added Commandant Cuignet, 
“might be regarded as against Dreyfus; Dut 
nevertheless it was not included in the 
dossier.”’ 

M. Demange expressed surprise that the 
document in question had not appeared in 
the war office dossier. 

Commandant Cuignet: It does not ap- 
pear there because it was received at the 
toreign office. 

M. Paleologue intervened and said the for- 
eign office only acted as an intermediary 
in that matter. 

M. Laborit commented in a surprised way 
upon the fact that\ fresh proofs against 
Dreyfus were still spbken of and demanded 
that all proofs be produced once for all. 

Gen. Chanoin was asked by Col. Jouaust 
if he had any explanations to offer, and 
replied that his duty was merely to pro- 
duce the secret dossier, and that he could 
not say anything regarding documents out- 
side the dossier. 

Replying to M. Labori, Commandant 
Cuignet declared that there were docu- 
ments relating to Dreyfus in a dossier con- 
nected with esplonage in the Intelligence 
Department. 

M. Labori sald he must Insist that all 
these documents be produced at the secret 
session of the court-martial, at which M. 
Cernuschi is to be examined. 

Gen. Billot, formeriy Minister of War, here 
mounted the platform and said he was glad 
that reference had made to the secret dos- 
sier, as it enabled him to protest against 
the insinuation that he had handed Com- 
mandant Guignet a document from the se- 
eret dossier. He had handed the document 
in question to M. Cavaignac. 

M. Demange begged that Col. Jouaust ask 
M. Cavaignac to produce the document, but 
as M. Cavaignac was not present the inci- 
dent was temporarily dropped. 

M. Layel, who is on the staff of the 
Temps, testified that the spy, Guenee, in- 
formed him that the war office had indlis- 
sutabie proof of the gullt of Dreyfus and 
fad a snap shot photograph representing 
Dreyfus conversing with a military attache 
at Hrussels.

One Witness Makes a Strong Point for 
the Prisoner. 


After a brief recess of the court-martial, 
Dr. Peyrot deposed that he met M. Ber- 
tullus, Jucg@e of the Court of Cassation, at 
Dieppe, after the arrest of Col. Henry, and 
that Bertu.lus narrated to him the dramatic 
scene in his office with Henry. 

M. Bertullus was very jubilant over Hen- 
ry'’s arrest, and said he was convinced that 
if Henry were detained everything would be 
known -in due time. 

M. Tomps,. a special commissary of 
railway police, deposed that he photo- 
graphed the bordereau by orders of Col, 
Sandherr. He had not manipulated the 
plate with a view to concealing marks upon 
the document 

When the fac-simile of the bordereau was 
published L'‘eut.-Col. Piequart ordered the 
witness to discover who had supplied the 
photographic copy. While engaged in the 
Investigation of this matter, leut.-Col. 
Henry, upon one occasion, approached tue 
Witness and clearly evinced great uneasi- 
ness at the successive revelations in the 
Dreyfus affair. Lieut.-Col. Henry told the 
Witness that the revelations could only 
have emanated from an individual who had 
had the documents in his hands. Henry, 
the witness testified, added: ‘They can 
oniy emanate from our office, where only 
Picquart, Lauth, Gribelin or myself could 
have revealed them. I am sure that neith- 
er Lauth, Gribelin nor myself have been so 
indiscreet You would do well to discover 
who is responsible.’’ 

M. Tomps detailed successive steps in his 
investigations, showing how Lleut.-Col, 
Hienry and Commandant Leuth had 
brought pressure to bear to make h'm im- 
piicate Lieut.-Col. Picquart, and their an- 
ery threats when the witness’ report did 
not sutt them. They accused the witness 
of vein influenced by someone.

M. Labori pointed out that the headquar- 
ters staff had alleged that t detective 
only reported that Paulmier had _ disap- 
awe te and that his address was unknown. 
*robably, 'M. Laboril suggested, the gentle- 
man at headquarters merely misunderstood 
the report of the detective. 

Commandant Cuignet attempted to ex- 
plain that the police report indicated that 
Pauimier had disappeared, but that after- 
wards it was discovered that the police 
were wrong. Capt. Junck corroborated the 
statements of Commandant Cuilgnet and 
said that the police had furnish a wrilt- 
ten report. 

M. Labori much regretted that this report 
could not be found, and added, amidst 
much excitement: 

“But this Is always the case. It is al- 
ways impossible to get at the bottom of 
interesting incidents, owing to documents 
being missing.”’ 

Commandant Lauth reappeared with the 
view of refuting the evidence of M. Tomps. 
Lauth deciared that no one in the statis- 
tical section dreamed of suspecting Pic- 
quart when the inquiry was ordered as to 
how the Matin secured the bordereau. Su’- 
picion attached rather to a civillan cierk, 
who was on friendiy terms with the Temps.

NEW YORK BUTCHERS PERFECT- 
ING THEIR PLANS. 


IT IS A NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


They Are Negotiating for a Well- 
Equipped Plant Located in 


Kansas City. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4—There has been no 
abandonment by the retail butchers of 
Manhattan of their intention to fight the 
Beef Trust. Louis J. Wagner, President of 
the Greater New York Retail Butchers’ 
Association, says: ‘“‘We are arranging for 
a national movement on the part of the 
retail butchers to fight the trust. This will 
be effected through the National Retail 
Butchers’ Mutual Protective Association, 
which has members in every city in the 
United States, and which has therefore 
much influence and can comand large capi- 
tal. It is splendidly organized and will not 
be at all afraid to try issues with the Beef 
Trust when the proper .time comes. We 
are now considering the question of buying 
a large slaughter house plant in Kansas 
City, one of the largest and most success- 
ful establishments of the kind in the West. 
How much will it cost to acquire the prop- 
ertv? In round figures about $2,500,000. A 
committee from the Greater New York Re- 
tail Butchers’ Asociation will leave here 
next week for Kansas City to cxamine the 

lant. The committee will be acompanied 
by one or two experienced cattle men, and 
will seek to obtain an option on the prop- 
erty, running until about Jan. 1. As to the 
financial part of our enterprise, certain 
changes have been sugested within the past 
week, although they have not yet been 
acted upon by the association. The present 
suggestion is to raise $10,000,000 capital, this 
is to be divided into shares of $10 each. 
Only butchers would be allowed to become 
stockholders and holdings would not be 
limited to 3 shares as was at first sug- 
gested. 

Large blocks of stock may be held by 
one person, but before he would be allowed 
to subscribe for any large amount his ap-

Commissioner of Navigation Urges 
Adoption of the Plan. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 4-—Commissioner 
of Navigation Chamberlain finds in the 
mail subsidies granted to steamship lines 
by European countries strong arguments 
in favor of the like liberal treatment for 
American shipping. In a statement which 
he has prepared on this subject, he says:

HURTS BUILDING TRADE. 


Contractors Cannot Furnish Steel for 
Contractors’ Purposes. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—The prevailing 

scarcity of steel, especially those forms of 


it used in the construction of eget 
is having a serious effect n e bduild- 
ing trade and its many allied industries 
admits of no doubt. Contractors in this 
city are reticent about giving details. No 
one of them likes to admit for publication 
that he has fallen behind in the general 
scramble for material with which to com- 
lete any particular job he had ,undertaken 
n contract time, because that might drive 
away business from him, and for similar 
reasons he does not care to point out those 
obs of his fellow contractors which are 
anging fire through no fault of their own. 

But any one familiar with the city, who 
walks or. drives about the streets much. 
cannot help being struck by the length of 
time which it has taken hundreds of build- 
ings still in course of construction to reach 
the stage which they have already attained. 
The fact is that structural steel in many 
cases is dribbled out to the contractors in 
such small panasmes from the mills, that 
while work is not actually halted, it goes 
forward so slowly that owners and tenants 
who are waiting to occupy the completed 
structures are in many cases almost in 
despair. The small contractors naturaliy 
feel the pressure more keenly than the 
big ones, for those who have contracts 
of such large proportions on hand that they 
can afford to pay premiums on the contract 
price of their steel to the mill owners nat- 
urally obtain their material more prompt- 
ly than those who cannot.

Since 1880, the total value of the mineral productions of the 
United States has increased from $369,319,000 to $697,880,002, or 
nearly £0 per cent.

All this in spite of giant labor disturbances in the mining 
region3 which have largely curtailed the annual output.

AN ARMY AND A NAVAL OFFICER 
AND A FILIPINO. 


The Form of Government Recom- 
mended for Hawaii Will Be Sug- 
gested té Congress for the 
Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—There is good 
authority for the statement that the Presi- 
dent has returned to Washington with these 
Zeneral ideas in his mind as to his future 
course in relation to the new dependencies: 

Civil government by three commissioners 
to supplement military rule immediately 
after the rebellion is crushed. 

Continued military control until it is de- 
termined by means of a general election 
whether the inhabitants want independence 
or annexation. ,If independence, the new 
government elected will be recognized by 
the United States and will be given en- 
couragement and the opportunity to estab- 
lish its stability. If annexation/the Presi- 
dent will be governed by the<sentiment 
of American citizens as it may then exist. 

Civil government of the territorial form, 


similar to that which prevails in Arizona, 
_ Territorial form of government as recom- 
mended by the Hawaiian Commission and 


; ae provtees for in a measure now pending 


ongress. 

Some weeks will elapse before the Presi- 
Gent settles down to the actua! preparation 
of his message, but he has returned from 
his vacation with some well defined views 
as to the difficult problem which confronts 
him, and will*immediately commence dis- 
ussions of the details with the members of 
his Cabinet. 

It has ‘been generally supposed that with 
War still in progress in the Philippines, the 
President would avoid comitting himself 
to recommendations of the future govern- 
ment of the islands, but such will prob- 
ably not be the case, His Pittsburg speech 
leaves no room for doubt that he will insist 
upon permanent American contro] of the 
Philippines. To this extent he has come out 
squarely and thrown down the gauntlet to 
the anti-expansionists. 

McKinley not only favors this permanent 
control, but is prepared with all the forces 
at his command to fight for it, But to 
avoid the charge of militarism, and that 
is his reason for making the recommenda- 
tion, he purposes outlining a plan to Con- 
gress for submitting a civil form of gov- 
ernment for the military the moment peace 
is obtained and the complete supremacy of 
the United States established. 

Future discussions with his Cabinet may 
change somewhat the President's views as 
to the form of civil government best 
suited to meet the situation, but at pres- 
ent the commission idea predominates. 
Prof. Schurman, President of the Peace 
Commission, is understood to favor this 
kind of control, and a historical review re- 
cently prepared for the President, showing 
that the United States has requently 
adopted this method of control of new ter- 
ritory in a traneltory state, has deeply im- 
pressed members of the Administration. 

It is appreciated that it will be some 
vears before the isiands are ripe for even a 
territoria) form of government, such as is 
proposed for Porto Rico, so that control 
by commissioners much the same asin the 
District of Columbia is deemed a happy 
substitute for a military government and 
a safe and simple means of control pre- 
liminary to the establishment of a territo- 
rial form of government, when it may 
possible to give the natives generally the 
right of suffrage.

The President Anxious to 
Clear His Skirts of It. 


PARTY POLICY DEMANDS IT. 


PROCRASTINATION IS INJURING 
THE REPUBLICANS. 


The Story That Gen. Otis Has Been 
Charged With Perjury, Is Denied 
by Capt. Carter’s Counsel, 

F. P. Biair. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—Through the 
courtesy of a prominent Cabinet Officer, 
who spent more than an hour with Presi- 
dent McKinley last night, the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent is enabled to throw a 
new light on the Carter court-martial case. 
As explained by this official, the status 
of the case at the present moment is 


this: 

Attorney-General Griggs, to whom the 
case was referred for revision and report, 
has notified President McKinley, in answer 
to a query, that he will be able to submit 
his findings probably next week. 

When the case again comes before the 
President it will be disposed of summarily. 
This, the Post-Dispatch correspondent is 
assured, is positive. The President is de- 
termined that there shall be no more un- 
necessary delay. This statement also is 
made at the instance of the authority 
mentioned. 

It seems that the President has at last 
awakened to the criticism which is being 
showered upon him as a result of delay. 
When he returned to Washington the Presi- 
dent found a great mass of letters and 
telegrams from his political friends and 
advisers in all parts of the country, urg- 
ing an immediate disposition of the case, 
Senators, Representatives, men high in the 
counsels of the Repubiican party, men who 
have helped to place William McKinley in 
the White House, were represented in this 
mass of correspondence. 

To a man they urged and advised the 
President to clear his skirts of the Carter 
stench. Of course it is not possible to 
get the exact wording of ihese communica- 
tions, nor is it wossible to ascertain tne 
names of the President’s correspondents. 
But one point is Known: (Those Carter 
letters and telegrams were received, were 
read and are now on file with the Presi- 
dent’s private correspondence. 

In advising the President to “dump Car- 
ter’’ these men were not prompted by any 
philanthropic or humanitarian motives. A 
desire for the continuation in power of 
the Republican party and of President Mc- 
Kinley were the real reasons back of their 
action. They told the President that each 
delay in a final settlement of this long- 
on. ing case was injurious to the Repub- 
ican party. 

Furthermore, they told how the Demo- 
crats had taken up this case, and were 
flaunting it in the face of the rural voters 
as an evidence of the corruption and scan- 
dal of the Republican Administration. , 
Of course, the President was surprised to 
find this pile of protests. He had been told 


many times before—indeed, he was told b 


a Cabinet Minister who saw him at Hote 


Champlain—that the press and public had 
become aroused because of the delay 
poems of Carter. But, as subsequent events 


in dis. 


ave indicated, he had no conception of 
the public clamor against Carter. It was 
not long after he began to run through 
his official mail before he had this fact 
brought prominently to his attention. 

When Gen. Griggs was at Hotel Cham- 
lain he had several consultations with the 
resident, but when the President left the 
hotel 10 days ago Griggs had scarcely start- 
ed the review of the Carter evidence. In- 
deed, he had not looked into the case care- 
fully enough to give a judicial opinion on 
any of the many law points invoived. 

It was then that the President instructed 
his Attorney-General to hasten his work, 
saying he would like to dispose of the case 
upon his return to Washington. In this 
connection it is interesting to relate the 
conversation which occurred between the 
President and Gen. Griggs, many months 
before, when the President handed the 
evidence and findings to Griggs for a judi- 
Clal opinion. A part of the conversation 
was printed n the Post-Dispatch 
in dispatch from Hotel “ham- 
pain more than a _ (fortnight ago, 
Dut to-day the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent was given the complete McKinley- 
Griggs dialogue—or as nearly complete as

He fell at the first shot, but Dodge, 
it is said, tried to shoot him again. The 
Isam woman screamed as this bullet struck 
her and a crowd of negro men ran to her 
assistance. Dodge slipped the revolver into 
his pocket and ran away. 

The Isam woman corroberates Wheeler's 
story in all the important features. She 
says Wheeler was doing nothing offensive 
to Dodge and had not even spoken to him. 
Dodge, she says, shot without warning. 
She declares he accused Wheeler of going 
with Laura Dodge too much, and, without 
waiting for a reply, opened fire. 

The alley in which the shooting was done 
is occupied almost exctunvey by negroes 
and the police had great difficulty in pro- 
curing nformation. The Isam woman 
says the shooting was witnessed by at least 
a dozen persons, but the police could not 
find one who would admit he knew any- 
thing about it. 

Neither of the wounded persons will die.

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fasting for the Jews, and hag many days 
of peculiar significance and observances. 
The 10 days following Tuesday, or New 
Year’s, are the “days of repentance.” On 
New Year’s day the Jews repent of their 
sins against Gou, and in the.10 days fol- 
lowing they are gupposed to make restitu- 
tion to their neighbors if they have de- 
frauded them of anything. The Jewish 
law teaches the orthofox Jew that he 
must, if he has defrauged his fellow, 
restitution five times over. 

Thursday, Sept. 14, will be the “Yom Kip- 
pur,” the greatest of the Jewish holidays. 
and the day of the most solemn observ- 
ances. It is the day when the Jews, after 
10 days of repentance, seek forgiveness and 
when, if not truly repentant, judgment is 
passed on them. The people fast from sun- 
down Wednesday evening to _ sundowp 
Thursday evening, or 24 hours. They vtsk 
their synagogues clothed in the white gar- 
ment which is to be their burial shroud, 
It is a simple white robe, which they call 
*“‘tachrichien.” 

At a certain polnt in the ceremonies the 
rabbi goes to the sacred resting place of 
the thora. or Five Books of Moses, written 
on parchment, and taking them from their 
restin 
assembled Jews so that cach may stoop and 
kiss its sacred silken cover. 

As each one kisses fit he says in Hebrew: 
“Jov to the faithful; joy to the faithful.” 
After he has ssed through the congre- 
gation he is joined by two of the most 
venerable and honored men in the congre- 
gation and together they approach _ tite 
singer or reader, who recites the long Jew- 
ish prayers for the people. They etop in 
front of him for a moment and then in slow 
and measured tones the rabbi says: ‘‘With 
the knowledge of God and with the knowl- 
edge of this congregation we herewith allow 
you to pray with the renegade.” Then 
there is a solemn pause to see if there is an 
application for return to the Jewish fold.

L. L. APPLEGATE FOUND DEAD AT 
A LONELY SPOT. 


MORPHINE BOTTLE WAS NEAR. 


No Cause Known Why He Should 
‘Want to Die, as He Was Prosper- 
ous, Sober and in Good Health. 


The body of L. tT. Applegate, formerly 
agent for a typewriter company here, was 
found Sunday at the intersection of Man- 
chester avenue and Blandon piace, in Ma- 
plewood, St. Louis County, with a bottle 
that had contained morphine in the pocket 
of his coat. It was a mute evidence of 
his suicide. 

The body, from its appearance, had been 
dead for about three weeks. 

Chief Clerk Atkinson of the Wabash Rall- 
road fuel department knew Applegate well. 
He says that there was no reason that he 
can conceive why the man should have 
taken his own life, as at the time of his 
death he had the best paying position that 
he had ever had, and was doing well in it. 
Before that he was with the Wabash for 
some time, leaving that road in January to 
go into the bridge department of the Mis- 
sour! Pacific Road at Pacific 

It was from the latter place that went 
into the typewriter office with which he 
was connected when he disappeared. His 
temporary home was in St. Louis. He 
was tall and well proportioned, and was 
known as a good man by his employers. 
He was not a drinking man. 

When with the Wabash Road he was a 
train collector, a place of considerable re- 
Spomeeoenty . It is reported that he has a 
brother with that road. 

W. G. Dilgree, a resident of Maplewood, 
found the body as he passed ‘the corner 
named Sunday morning. He notified Squire 
Eugene Hansmann, who sent for Coroner 
Rouse. 

Before the coroner arrived Hansmann 
searched the pockets of the dead man's 
clothes to discover some clew to his iden- 
tity. He found two cards, one of Joseph A. 
Grote, an employe of the Moffett-West 
Drug Co., living at 4326 Arsenal street, the 
—- of W. L. Grant, at the Benton car 

ned. 

A telephone message was sent to the 8t. 
Louls olice Department and Mr. Grote 
was requested to go ito Maplewood. He 
identified the body by the clothes that Ap- 
plegate wore when he met him on Olive 
street, a little more than three weeks ago, 
and also by his Panama straw hat, which 
ore the initials, “L. L. A.”’ 

iMr. Applegate wore a blue serge suit of 
Clothes. In addition to the two cards and 
the morphine rboitle, 45 cents in money 
was found in his pockets. There was also 
a ‘beer chip from a saloon on Chestnut 
street, near Broadway. No letters were 
found. The dead man held a ticket for a 
gold watch, which was sold for the bene- 
fit of Emil Dellocatt on Saturday, July 29. 

The place which Applegate chose as the 
scene of his death was ideal for secrecy. 
Back from Manchester avenue at the point 
chosen lies a vacant field, belonging to the 
Gay estate, Inclosed with a barbed wire 
fence. Blandon place is just on the east 
and on ‘oth streets the houses are nu- 
merous. The St. Louls and Meramec River 
cars run along Manchester avenue, which 
is a thoroughfare used a great deal by 
farmers from the county. A row of trees 
and bushes along the roadside shuts out 
all view of the fleld and.the man had 
sought further secrecy by going into a deep 
gully to end his life. 

Not much is known of Applegate. He 
was about 45 years old, tall and well pro- 
portioned and bore the reputation of being 
a good fellow. This latter fact, it igs re- 
ported, led tothe loss of his last posi- 
tion. Several years ago he lived at 1164 
Morrison avenue, but little is obtainable 
there regarding him. At that time he was 
a conductor for the Wabash Railroad and 
it is reported that he has a brother on 
that road. 

INo cause for his taking his life, unless 
despondency, is assigned.
